The explosion was the result of leading gas pipes under the floor of the 


front room, neighbors of the stricken family said Tuesday. The fumes were 
ignited from the open grate fire while the mother was down town 
doing 


Christmas shopping. 
The four little children had been left at home, the 


mother said, with no thot of harm befalling them. The father had been in 
the house a few minutes befttre, but when the blast occurred he was at the 
barn caring for his team. 
Three of the children escaped with- 


out injury, altho all were in grave dan- 
ger and were blown several feet when 
the gas let go. Royal, aged 11, Carlos, 
aged 5, Lemaudred, aged 3, and "Jim- 
jny," 11 months old were seated be- 
fore the grate in the front, room play- 
ing with a pet rabbit and a cat when 
suddenly the house seemed to .lump, 
the oldest boy explained.

WASHINGTON. Dec. 24. — Sot-re-, 


larv of the Navy Daniels today stated 
that he has received a letter from | 
Admiral Suns, in which tho admiral | 
refused to accept the distinguished! 
service modal awarded him. The sec , 
retary stated that he had not replied 
nlm ho cannot accept. 
| 


Admiral Sims tefused to accept the 


medal on grounds that the awards' 
had not boon made according to t b u ' 
manner in which ho believes they' 
should have been made and in jus-! 
tice to the men who served under 
him cannot net opt. 


Admiral Sims in his letter stated 


that ho fe.lt Impelled to invite attcn 
lion to a special clause of awards 
which are the subject of such con- 
demnation and ridicule that the effect 
upon the pro.sent and futtiro morale 
of the service must necessarily be de- 
plorable to the last degree 
' 


Tho letter continued: 
"This must necessarily 
result in 


serious discontent and a sense of In- 
justice. The commanding officer of a 
vessel that Is sunk by a submarine 
should not iecei\e the same rewards 
as tho commanding officer of a ves 
scl which sinks a submarine." 


Some^ of me recommendations for 


awards which Admiral Sims 
made 


were disregarded.

members of his own staff recommend-

rated. 
The letter declares that the
